Mrs. Besant has started the above two papers with a view to initiate a 
movement for self-government for India and for making Indians true citizens 
of the Empire. These journals discuss only such matters as are discussed by 
other papers, with this difference that while the former express themselves 
openly, the latter do so in a guarded manner. 


Mrs. Besant thought that her nationality would be taken into considera- 
tion, but since the first security was demanded from her, she came to realise 
that the case of her papers was in no way better than that of other Indian 
papers.

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We cannot for a moment think that a kind-hearted Englishman like His 
Excellency would ever wish to restrain ny Sica 8 liberty without sufficient 


reason. On the other hand, it cannot be denied that it is necessary for peace 


and good government that criminals and evil-doors should be deprived of their 


liberty ; but then the im if a man is punished after an open trial no ohe can 
have e say. The high officials who are now administering the 
Defence Act base their judgment in every case on the evidence furnished by 
the police, but do they make any enquiry as to the truth of the evidence that is 
placed before them? If it be possible to have innocent men punished by law- 
courts with the help of false evidence, it can never be impossible to do so in cases 
which are tried secretly and ex parte. It is some comfort to learn from His 
Excellency that Government has made amends for any mistakes it may have 
committed in this connection; but the public do not yet know how many such 
cases have taken place. Next, about the explanation which every person 
arrested under the Defence of India Act is asked to give as regards the charges 
that are brought against him, would it not be proper if his accusers were asked 
to substantiate their allegations? If an innocent person is suddenly asked to 
meet certain trumped-up charges he generally gets too confused to say any- 
thing. In a law-court such a man gets the help of lawyers, who can scrutinize 
and expose the false evidence which may be brought against him; but not so in 
cases tried in secret. The information which Government acts upon is 
generally supplied by spies, and it is not at all impossible for them to fabricate 
evidence just to please their employers—the police—and thus earn credit. In 
many cases the police press the informers to get evidence; and then those of 
them (the informers), who are dishonest, naturally do so. Is it right to rely 
on such information ? 


9. Referring to Lord Carmichael’s Dacca speech, the Hitavadi (Calcutta)

He would have to.go to the Himalayas, the 
home of cold, and yet he had nothing on his person save a short flimsy cotton 
coat. He had also no money to meet his travelling expenses. The Railway 
authorities do not carry interned persons fre. 

Shyam Babu told the Jail authorities Such is my condition. What 
can I donow? How can I go? Where am I to get the expenses? 

The Jail authorities replied :—“ Indeed! But what can we do? You just 
tell the police authorities. At last it was decided to inform the police author- 
ities of the condition of Shyam Babu, which was done by means of the tele- 
phone, but to no effect. We have heard that a Head Clerk of the Police office 
finally said Shyam Babu has influence. He will make his own arrange- 
ments. What can we do!“ . = 

Shyam Babu, may have any other influence, but he has absolutely none 
cn the goddess of wealth. It is well known to everybody that up to this time 
be has totally failed to exert his influence in any shape on that fickle goddess. 
We are surprised that the police, detectives, etc., are not aware of this. 
However that may be, the evil repute of being wealthy is the best of all evil 
reputes. The evil repute of having strength of following comes next. In his 
present misfortune, just before internment, Shyam Babu got both these 
reputes.

However that may be, when all this was going on in the jail, the clock 
struck four. The Darjeeling Mail train steamed off while Shyam Babu was 
still waiting helplessly in the Alipore Jail. 

Shyam Babu found himself in a dangerous predicament. He told the

I go with nothing in my pocket I am afraid lest the police should after- 
wards say that I disobeyed the order of internment. If they say so, the con- 
sequence to me will be serious. Where shall I go? Where shall I sta 
this night? The Darjeeling mail has left. Please put me -into the ce 
again. Let me spend the night here. Tomorrow morning I shall do as 
circumstances require.” The Jailor answered: How can that be? We 


have received orders to release you, and we have released you. We cannot put 
you into the cell again. Please go.” ° 7 


How strange it seems! The jail which at one time had been hungrily 


waiting for Shyam Babu had now no stomach for him. It is not that the jail 


does not devour again one it has once belched out, but it does so after another 
trial. In the present case it could not reaccept one it had released. Hence, 
what could the Jail authorities do!

_ Shyam Babu was very anxious as he had not seen his family. At last 
his son-in-law, who received information of his release, came to see him. His 
only hope was his brother Girija, who was ill and nearly bedridden. Whe 
would his family do? Who would feed them? Who would look after them 
All this made him thoughtful. It was very sad indeed. Government has 
made arrangements for maintaining the families of some of the people whom 


it has interned and we hope that Shyam Babu’s family will also receive this 


favour. 


Early next morning, after bathing and smearing himself with oil, he went 
to interview the Inspector-General of Police. The Inspector-General gave 
him money for a second class fare, Rs. 25 to buy warm clothing and Rs. 5 as 
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Next came arrangements for the journey. A Madrassi friend, Mr. 
Sarma, of the Associated Press, gave him a Warm overcoat and an alumi- 
nium dish. Surendra Babu gave him a woollen dressing-gown and Rs. 30, 
while his son, Bhaba Saukar, gave him Rs. 50.

Mr. Lowman stated that Mr. . ned the man a 
push. Mr. Tegart admitted that on one occasion he did give the accused a 
push because he declined to make a confession. „ 

It is a matter for inquiry whether Mr. Tegart should slap an accused

because he refuses to make a confession. Whether he does or not, the admission 


actually made by Mr. Tegart is most alarming. 

Mr. Tegart is a senior police officer and the accusation: which was made 
against him was that he mercilessly thrashed an under-trial accused. Mr. 
Tegart denied this, but he did not deny that he gave the man a push. He also 
admitted that on another occasion he slapped another accused. Is not that 
most serious? If things like this are done by a senior and highly- placed police 
officer, what further 1 — cannot the subordinate police officers be 
expected to resort to? If subordinate police officers know that even their 
superior European officers on occasions slap under-trial.accused and defiantly 
admit as much in open court, will they refrain from any act of oppression : 
Many subordinate police officers secretly thrash people at the thanas in such a 
way, that these places are regarded as veritable houses of death. If, further- 
more, the example set by Mr. Tegart is placed before them, these subordinates 
will aggravate the measure of their oppression fourfold upon under-trial 
accused, without fear of consequence. ae sa 

It is strange that Mr. Tegart should forget that the police exist to uphold 
the law, that he committed an illegality in thrashing a man with his own hand, 
and that by his example he has encouraged his subordinates to act in a similar 
way. The fact that he openly admitted his act in court suggests that he does 
not regard it as very blameworthy. The public, when they find a high 
European police officer fearlessly and openly acknowledging that he slapped an 
under-trial accused, will certainly infer that Government has no objection to 
the use of violence by the police. If this impression gains ground, the result 
will be most disastrous.. It would be reassuring to know if this was the only 
occasion on which Mr. Tegart assaulted an under-trial aceused, or whether he 
assaults prisoners whenever they fail to obey him. It is a pity that when 
Counsel sought to elicit this information in court, Dewan Bahadur Hari Nath 
Ray objected to the question. For if it had transpired that Mr. Tegart bad 


assaulted this prisoner only, and never does so ordinarily. it would be unfair 


to blame him or the department much therefor. On the other hand, if Mr. 
Tegart said that he always slapped prisoners under these dire 

Government would have known how low a highly-placed European officer had 
fallen and how terribly the Police Department wasttainted: = = 


able to make out the motive which prompts revelu : 
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Government ought to issue a communiqué explaining that it does not 
approve of Mr. Tegart’s conduct and that he has been warned to behave better 
in future.

The English have been busy in conane cating the ground won, lest the enemy 
should recapture it. If this be the rate of progress, it will be difficult to 
drive the Germans out of France till next winter. On the Meuse and the 
Somme also there is severe fighting. The Germans, in spite of having capturec 
most of the fortifications, have not yet been able to take Verdun. The plar 
of the Allies was to keep the Germans busy, so that they ag 2 not force the 
Russians back as they did last year, and in this they have been successful. 
The Russians got an opportunity of invadmg Bukovina and Armenia. They 
say that 5 lakhs of prisoners have been taken and double that number wounded 
or killed. The casualties on their side are unknown. It may be said that 
France and Belgium are the chief areas of conflict at the present time.
